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EXTERNAL  ORIGIN 
AND 
DESTINATION  STUDIES 


Adequate  information  concerning  the  travel  habits  of  motorists  that 
might  use  Montana's  Interstate  System  was  considered  essential  in  the 
planning  and  location  of  this  system.  One  particularly  important  source 
of  this  information  is  the  study  of  the  Origins  and  Destinations  of 
Motorists  now  using  existing  routes  through  cities  and  towns . 

The  road-side  interview  method  was  selected  to  obtain  the  field  data 
on  the  principal  highways  entering  the  cities.  This  method  consists  of 
stopping  and  directly  interviewing  outbound  motorists  concerning  their 
origin,  destination,  and  principal  stops  in  the  city  being  surveyed. Each 
station  was  operated  for  a  sixteen  hour  period  on  weekdays  between  the 
hours  of  6  AM  and  10  FM  during  the  summer  months  when  traffic  is  at  or 
near  its  peak.  The  interviews  were  later  expanded  to  average  weekday 
24  hour  traffic  volumes. 

As  an  aid  in  summarizing  individual  trips  into  useable,  significant 
traffic  patterns  the  urban  area  of  each  City  was  divided  into  zones, 
generally  denoting  land  use  characteristics.  Each  trip  was  then  analyzed, 
assigned  to  the  proper  zone  number  and  numerically  coded  for  IBM  process- 
ing. By  this  method,  trips  of  like  nature  may  be  grouped  into  major 
desire  lines  and  used  as  an  aid  in  the  location  and  design  of  new  highway 
facilities.
